The pest is found on the 
State street corners, in the hotel lobbies, in 
the department stores, in the parks, and in 
the street cars. Some are young and some 
are old, and, if comments of some of the 
shoppers are just, the old masher” is the 
most annoying. 


Different Classes of Mashers. 

Should a general order be issued by the 
Superintendent of Police to arrest all mash- 
ers and bring them to the Central Sta- 
tion, among others would be found the fol- 
lowing classes: 

STREET CORNER MASHER—The one that 
dresses well and spends hours on the street corner 
ogling women. It is usyally contented when it 
wins a smile. 

STREET CAR MASHER—This class is found on 
the cable cars, the elevated trains, and is’ fre- 
quently in evidence on the suburban trains. They 
enter the car and select the seat opposite the pret- 
tlest woman in the car. Some stare over the top 
of a paper, while others look the woman boldly in 
the face in an attempt to catch and hold her eve. 
If one is unfortunate enough to be sitting beside the 
prettiest woman in the car it permits its arm to 
rest on hers if possible. Both old and young are 
found in this class. 

DEPARTMENT STORE MASHER—Complaints 
against this class are frequent. They follow a 
woman into a store and interest themselves in the 
articles or goods at which she is looking. If en- 
couraged, they will assist her in making a selec- 
tion. The floor walker is the best known enemy 
of this species and frequently exterminates it. 

DRUG STORE MASHER—This class flourishes 
in the outlying districts of Chicago. They gather 
in front of the store under an electric light and 
comment on all women who pass the corner. While 
harmless, they prove annoying and vartous plans 
are being devised to eliminate them. ; 

PARK MASHER—In cold weather this species 
either goes South or is transformed into the street 
car masher or department store masher. In the 
summer time it thrives on all sides of the city. 
It strolls through the parks during the afternoon 
and perfect swarms are found on Sundays. Mount- 
ed park police are the best remedy. 

“While of course I know that the masher 
is more or less annoying to women, no com- 
plaints have been made to me,” said Chief 
O'Neill. After classing the masher in the 
‘game category with the thug and holdup man 
the new head of the Police department ex- 
pressed himself as willing to do all he could 


to suppress the evil. 


: Lined Up Along State Street. 

In an effort to investigate the prevalence 
of the practice some observations were made 
yesterday afternoon by reporters for Tun 
TRIBUNE. Good specimens of the pest were 
found all along State street. They were 
stationed at the four corners of State 
street and Jackson boulevard. While the 
showers interfered with their afternoon 
“ogling” to a certain extent one said it 
was a pretty good day after all.“ 

At Monroe and State streets in front of the 
Palmer House there was hardly room for 
pedestrians to pass. The mashers were lined 
up four and five deep. There was the young 
man just out of college, the business-man 
who had an hour to spare between the time 
he closed his office and the hour‘he was due 
to dine with his wife at home. Then there 
was the old.masher.” A North Side young 
woman recently said she made it a rule never 
to wälk past this corner. | 

Another favorite resort of the mashers is 
along Washington street, between State and 
Wabash avenue. Along this street some of | 
the finest turnoute pass during the afternoon, 
and their occupants often alight and walk 
around to State street. The policeman who 
travels this street has been watchful recent- 
ly, and, while he has made no arrests, he has 
requested a number of the offenders to move 
around the corner.

PARIS. May 6.—A most extraordinary will 
has been left by the Count Alexander Louis 
St. Ouen de Plerrecourt, who has just 
died at Courbevole.

to his native City of Rouen, with the 
following restrictions: Sixty thousand 
francs annuity is to be paid during life to his 
two old servants; 50,000 francs a year to the 
two healthiest children in Rouen; and 100,000 
francs is to be paid yearly to the healthiest 
pair of young giants who shall marry and 
have children. This legacy, the Count de- 
clares in his testament, he leaves with the 
intention to regenerate the human race and 
increase the size of men. The will specifies 
that candidates for the prize must undergo 
a medical examination and be perfect speci, 
mens of the human race, and in order that 
such sudden fortune may not turn some 
young giant’s head the Count provides that 
the legacy shall be divided equally between 
the contracting pair. | | 

The City of Rouen is thoroughly em- 
barrassed by the strange will, placing a 
perpetual prize for a race of giants at the 
city’s disposal, but the will is in perfectly 
legal form. The Count explains that the 
amelioration of the h race is a neces- 
sary work.

In Deference to Public Sentiment and 
Demands of Aldermen the Rush 
Hour System Is to Be Changed— 

- Mayor Calis New Order “Good as Far 
(as It Goes ”—Members of Council 
Commend Action, but Want. Many 
More Concessions, 


As a small concession to the convenience 
of the public and the demands of the Alder- 
men, the Union Traction campany this mern- 
ing will reduce the length of its cable trains. 
Instead of a grip car and three trailers, as 
the trains have been composed during rush 
hours, the longest train will have only the 
grip and two cars. A faster schedule will 
be put in operation at the same time. 

Mayor Harrison and members of the City 
Council who have been interested in the de- 
mand for single cars instea@ of cumbersome 
trains regard the new plan of the traction 
company a#a decided improvement. 

The cutting off of one car is regarded as a 
greater improvement than appears at first 
glance. It is the fourth car which obstructs 
the streets. It has been an almost constant 


‘practice of gripmen to bring their trains to 
a stop so that the last car covered the cross- | 


ing, making it necessary for pedestrians. to 
circle around the end. In the rush hours, 
when these long trains have been used, the 
streets are filled with heavy trafficteams and 
the sidewalks with pedestrians. The long 
trains have been responsible for much of the 
congestion in the streets. 
Concession to Public, Roach Sa 
„The change has been made in deference 
to the public demand for shorter trains,” 
said President John M. Roach of the Union 
Traction company. There has been much 
complaint about these long trains, and it has 
been decided to cut off one car. The change 
will necessitate a quicker schedule. We will 
‘nim to have the trains about 14 minutes, ora 
block and a half, apart. After the rush 
hours are over the shorter trains always 
e been used and there will be no change 
in this respect.“ 
While members of the City Council re- 
garded the change as an “ olive branch ex- 
tended to the city by the company, they said 
it was one they were glad to receive.

Professor Gilbert is in 
Dorset, Vt.,.and is not expected to be present 
at the meeting of the board. : 1 

The resolution by which Professor Gilbert's 
services in the seminary were dispensed with 
one year ago was as follows: 

Resolved, That leave of absence for one year be 
granted to Professor George H. Gilbert, D. D., in 
order that he may prepare and publish the volume 
completing his system of New Testament teach- 
ing; provided that the volume in question shall be 
prepared for publication and advance sheets be 
placed in the hands of the directors not later than 
April 1, 1901, and that if the accord hoped for 
fails to be developed to the satisfaction of the 
board at its annual meeting, previous to which the 
book shall not be published, at that date Profes- 
sor George H. Gilbert shall withdraw from the 
faculty of the institution.

I have made no such statement concern-

Julius Halperin. Loses His Job and

Suicide as the only apparent escape from 


| hopeless poverty to which another victim 


was shortly to be given was chosen by Julius 
Halperin, 219 Maxwell street, yesterday. 
With his 10-year-old wife clasped in his 
arms, Halperin was found dead on a bed in 


| their @ingy little house. Gas, still pouring 
| from open jets, had been the method used. 


A fact, which had been until one month 
ago, the happiest thought of the 20-year-old 


| husband and his wiie, was changed by un- 


fortunate circumstatices into the reason for 


| their death. The couple had been married 


for one year, and the éxpected birth of a 
child had been a source of rejoicing to both. 

Three weeks ago Halperin’s position as 
buyer for a second-hand junk store, by which 
$8 a week had been earned by him, was lost, 
and since that time he had sought in vain to 
| secure employment. 

Party Precedes the Suicide. 

Tat the suicide had been fully planned by 
the couple is not doubted by the neighbors, 
who now recall the gloomy future depicted 
by the husband for the baby shortly to ar- 
rive in an environment of deep poverty. On 
the last Sabbath of his religion the attempt 
to secure work apparently was abandoned, 
and preparations for the end were made. 

Several friends were invited to spend the 
evening with Halperin and his wife on Sun- 
day. Shortly after midnight the last guest 
bade the couple good-night, and Halperin 
and his wife made preparations to retire, 


Surprised that the husband had not left the. 


house in his dafly search for employment 
Mrs. Kaplan, the owner of the residence, 
rapped at their door at 10 a. m. yesterday. 
No answer was given, and the woman de 
tected the odor of gas about the closed door. 
Nathan Rosenwig, 262 West Fourteenth 
street, who was passing the place, was called 
in, and a window in the rear was forced open. 

For several minutes the gas with which 
the room was filled prevented Rosenwig from 
entering, but after the place had been ven- 
tllated an investigation was made, and the 
man and woman were found lying on the 
bed. The first theory of accidental death 
was dispelled by the discovery that the four 
gas jets in the room had been turned on, and 
a hose that had been attached to the gas 
stove had been removed. 


Brief Final Letter. 
On a Gresser a letter written in English by 
Halperin was found. It read: | 2 

“Sunday, May 5.—Dear Friends: I am 
going to cqmmit a crime by killing myself, 
wife, and child which was to be born tomor- 
row morning. You will find us dead. Also 
we are wanting, after everything is sold, 
that the money should go to Ahwas Ahem 
| Synagogue. All except $20.85 that belongs to 
these people.“ 

A Ust of names with small amounts at- 
tached followed and closed the note. 


Until midnight a crowd of morbidly curi- 


ous persons surrounded the building in which 
the suicide had taken place. Self-destruc- 


tion is rare in the district, and the fact that 


the greater amount of the possessions of 
Halperin were bequeathed to a synagogue, to 
which the body of a suicide may not be taken, 
was the cause of many comments from the 
neighbors of the couple. 2 | 
In accordance with the religion of the man 
the body will not be placed in the cemetery 
of his people, but will be buried outside the 
fence in company with the few others of his 
race in the city who have killed themselves. 
If it is decided that the wife was a willing 
party to the act she will be buried by the 
side of her husband. 3 


Drinks Acid, Jumps from Window. 


Mary Tesar, 19 years old, 723 Throop street, 


drank carbolic acid at noon yesterday, and 
in the excess of the agony following jumped 
out of a second-story window.

SPRING TEMPTS BOYS IN 

| BRIDEWELL TO RUN AWAY. 

Warm Weather Brings as) Tinpules to 
Freedom at John Worthy School— 
Prefer Liberty and Hunger to Jail. 


Superintendent John J. Sloan and the 
guards at the bridewell are leading a busy 
life this month in trying to keep the boys 
confined there within the walls. The coming 
of spring seems to have brought with it a 
common impulse for freedom, and not a day 
passes, Superintendent Sloan says, that a 
number of boys are not caught trying to es- 
cape. In the last month 150 boys have tried to 
leave the place. One succeeded, but re- 
turned voluntarily after sleeping under side- 
walks and suffering the pangs of hunger. 

“ The ingenuity of these attempts is aston- 
ishing,” said Superintendent Sloan. We 
né-sooner stop one plan than another is con- 
ceived. The boys risk life and limb and 
make attempts to get away that would be 
expected only if the building were on fire. 
The manual training shop furnishes them 
with implements, They hide these in their 
clothing and when morning comes we find 
bars filed away and locks removed. So far 
the attempts have been discovered in time.“ 

It is only at this time of year that so much 
trouble is experienced at the John Worthy 
School. During the winter the boys remain 
contentedly, appreciating warmth, comfort, 
and food. In the spring confinement becomes 
irksome and there is but one desire—to escape. 
The boys’ condition is made as pleasant as 
possible and they are allowed to play ball on 
the athletic grounds, It is the testimony of 
the guards, however, that at this particular 
season they crave freedom more than food. 

Superintendent Sloan criticises the building 
of the new parental school. He says the 
John Worthy School shows how difficult ‘it 
will be to confine boys there without walls 
and without guards. To do it, he says, the 
place must be made so attractive that boys 
will prefer it to any other place. This will 
encourage truancy rather than check it, he 
+} gays. It is simply a scheme of State so- 
‘Nelalism,” said Mr. Sloan. “It is an ex- 
travagant plan. It may easily prove a home 
for boys whose parents wish to get rid of 
them.

A man walked into Steve Ladd's saloon at 
843 Root strect yesterday afternoon, drew 
two revolvers, and opened fire on John 
Mahan, who was leaning against the bar. 
As Mahan fell, hit by three bullets, his as- 
sailant, John Russell, walked into a rear 
room, hid his revolvers, and then returned 
to the barroom. He was walking out of the 
front door when arrested. 

Mahan was taken to the Hahnemann Hos- 
pital at 2814 Groveland avenue, and it is

Few Words, Then Shooting. 
themselves on the floor. The bullet as it 
passed through the window was within two 
inches of F. Riehl's head. A few of the pas- 
sengers tried to jump from the car, but were 
prevented by the conductor. The motorman, 
Edward Reeves, started full speed ahead and 
the car was soon out of danger. 

Russell had been in the saloon some time 
before Mahan entered with three friends. 
He was seated in a chair when Mahan spoke 
to him. Those present say he asked Russell 
to partake of some refreshments. After Rus- 
sell had joined the group he was introduced 
by Mahan to his out-of-town friends. He 
shook hands with each of them and the men 
remained: talking quietly. Then it is said 


that Russell used language in addressing 
Mahan’s which the latter objected to. 
The soon ended, however, and 


Russell left the saloon. He returned in five 
minutes, passed back of the group of men, 
and when a few paces away opened fire wth 
a revolver in each hand. 

Mahan was shot in the left hif, a bullet 
passing out through his right side, the left 
side of his neck was piereed, and the third 
bullet broke his lower jaw. As he reeled his 
friends caught and supported him. They 
were trying to force whisky down his throat 
when Detective Burns arrived. While the 
saloon was in commotion Russell ran into a 
rear room used as a kitchen and hid his re- 
volvers. Persons who were in the vicinity 
pushed into the resort at the sound of shoot- 
ing and in the confusion Russell would have 
escaped if it had not been for the arrival of 
Policeman Burns.

Under his charge the church increased its 
membership and wielded more influence 
than ever before in its history. From a small

FIRST TRIAL OF SHAMROCK l. 


Lipton’s New Boat Shows Much Speed | 


and English Critics Grow Enthu- 
silastic Over the Showing. 


[special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] | 

SOUTHAMPTON, May 6.—The feature of 
today’s trial between the Shamrocks was the 
opportunity given. to make a comparison of 
the two. boats. In going to windward they 
were purposely kept some distance apart, but 
the space between them was not wide enough 
to prevent a judgment on their merits, Sham- 
rock I. undoubtedly is faster in its altered

tion until next season, but now trainers’ 
licenses have been refused to the men own- 
ing these hérses. This appears certain to 
start another fight. 

The expected action regarding a rival meet- 
ing to the Fair Grounds at St. Louis was 
not taken.

Meaith | petletin Says 
Many Lacking Physicial Strength 
Affected Fatally by Unfavorable 
News from “bit “ or Bulletin Board 
Flushing of Streets Urged a¢. an 
Important Sanitary Measure—Big 
Increase in Number of Deaths, 


The nerve-shattering excitement of th 
last few weeks in Wall street in New York 
and La Salle street in Chicago is beginning to 
tell upon the mortality rate, according to the | 
weekly bulletin of the City Health de- 
partment. The bulletin 74 It ie not 
only the speculator, still well within the 

‘middie arch of life,’ falling dead over the 
ticker tape, nor the younger men driven to 
attempt. suicide by their losses, but the aged 
‘generally, with crippled hearts and kidneys, 
or suffering from some acute disease, the 
wavering. scale of which is disastrous! 
turned by untoward news from the pit 
the bulletin board. 

There were,“ continues the Health de 
partment report, 124 deathe of those over 
G0 years of age out of the total 566 deaths 
recorded last week, an increase of more than 
26 per cent over the number of this age dur- 

7 previous week and of 24 per cent 
over the number of the corresponding week 
ot 1900, Heart disease, pneumonia, Bright’s 
disease, and consumption accounted for 
eighty-seven of the total excess of 100 deaths 
last week. 

“In other respects the public health con- 
ditions are fairly satisfactory. With the ex- 
ception of measles, the epidemic spread of 
which has been hefetofore noted, the con- 
tagious diseases are all of a mild type, and 
their mortality, especially that of diphtheria, 
is unusually low. Some increase of the in- 
fluenga and pneumonia organisms is reported 
from the laboratory, due, undoubtedly, to the 
borer dry and dusty condition of the atmos- 
phere. 

Argues for Washing Streets. 

In this connection the department wel- 
comes the prospect of a change in the street 
sprinkling force. The streets should de 
watered, not sprinkled. Water is plentiful, 
but many drivers are lazy and there is a 
strong temptation, in the absence of over- 
sight, to dribble a single tank full over three 
or four times the space it would adequate- 
ly wet down. No measure so simple and so 
inéxpensive will do so much to Umit the 
spread and prevalence of the air-borne dis- 
eases as thorough watering—not sp 
of the streets. 

“This economy of water for public uses 
is peculiar to Chicago. With the most 
abundant supply of any large city~upwards 
of 190 gallons daily for every man, woman, 
and child, against an average of 118 for other 
large American cities and less than fo 
for European cities—there are no foun 
to wash and cool the air nor running 
streams in the gutters to catch the dust from 
street and sidewalk. It is little wonder that 
catarrh is universal and dust diseases more 
prevalent than elsewhere. 

Flushing a Sanitary Measure. 

“The proposition to flush the streets into 
the sewers after they have been swept should 
be carried into effect forthwith as a sanitary 
measure of the first importance. Dry street 
sweeping alone does not remove all the dirt, 
especially from the interstices of the ordi- 
nary pavement, and it remains to be blown 
about by winds and stirred up by horses’ feet. 
and the narrow tires of vehicles. If the flush- 
ing and brooming were done regularly there 
would be less accumulation of filth to de 
carried into the drains by every rain and the 
daily dilution would prevent the water pol- 
lution that so often follows the occasional 
storm cleansing.

vented. 

The outbreak, however, had a beneficial 
effect in that it aroused the health authori- 
ties to the possibility of the city being visited 
by an epidemic of plague and caused them to 
take steps to prevent the disedse establish- 
ing iteeif there. From that time a sharper 
outlook has been kept for suspected cases. 

Since it has been proven that rats spread 
the disease quickly the authorities have dis- 
tributed rat poison to the houses, and in De- 
cember 1,980 houses were supplied. 

A summary of bubonic plague in Manila 
for the last year shows that 271 cases were 
reported—186 Chinese, eighty-two Filipinos, 


per cent, died. 

‘This is a small death rate for that disease 
compared with the number of deaths fro 
pulmonary tuberculosis, which, taking the 
month of December as a fair average, is 
accountable for 1,296 during the year. The 
number of deaths from plague in Manila is 
so small that it can hardly be taken into 
consideration, and, for a tropical city, the 
death rate of Manila shows a decrease in 
many cases and compares favorably with the 
healthiest cities of the same population. 


TO ERECT COLLEGE BUILDING. 


Ground Broken for Colorado Institute 
Aided by Dr. Pearsons of Chicago 
and W. 8. Stratton. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., May 6.—[Special.] 
Ground has finally been broken for the 
new Administration and Science Building of 
Colorado College. The sum of $160,000 has 
been secured for its erection and equipment, 
of this sum Dr. Pearsons of Chicago and W. 
8. Stratton of this city having each contrib- 
uted $50,000. The whole amount is almost 
paid in, and work will be pushed as rapidly 
as possible. The building is to be 276 feet 
long, and will be of fine architectural design, 
It ig probable that the same handsome peack- 
blow sandstone will be used as that of which 
the Coburn Library and the Perkins Fine 
Arts Hall are constructed. The building will 
contain the offices of administration, thor- 
oughly equipped laboratories in all depart- 
ments of science, lecture and _ recitation 
rooms, and a large natural history and geo- 
logical museum. This room will contain the | 
valuable natural history collection which 
Mr. Stratton purchased for the college last 
summer.

PEOPLE OF NEW MEXICO ASK AID 


* 


President's Visit Taken Advantage Of 
to Urge Granting of Important 
Change in Territory’s Status—Na- 
tion’s Executive Stands at the Bor- 
der and Looks Into Mexico—Declara- 
tion That Imperialism Is Imposstble 
in United States Feature of Speech. 


Deming, N. M., May 6.—[Special. ]—Presi- 
dent McKinley's train passed through this 
city today and entered the desert. Few 
stops will be made tomorrow, as the district 
to be traversed is sottiong sparsely and the 
stations are far apart. 

The President was welcomed here by Gov- 
ernor Otero and his staff. There wasa big 
crowd and a band at the station, and the 
President was given a warm greeting. The 
address of welcome was largely devoted to 
New Mexico’s claim for Statehood. A broad 
banncr.above the train read: ‘‘ New Mexico 
demands Statehood.” The President spoke 
briefly. . 

Early in the day President McKinley drove 
to the border, where he could look across 
into Mexico. 


Flags of Republics Intertwined. 

The American and Mexican flags were in- 
tertwined in the decorations of the plaza in 
El Paso, where President McKinley and his 
‘Cabinet addressed the citizens and visitors 
this morning. The presence on the stand of 
General Hernandez, personal representa- 
tive of President Diaz, and the Governor of 
the State of Chihuahua, gave an interna- 
tional significance to the event. There were 
thousands of Mexicans in the vast con- 
course of people to whom the President 
spoke, and their enthusiasm was almost as 
great as that of the Americans. 

General Hernandez addressed the Presi- 
dent on behalf of his President, extending 
the latter's congratulations. 


No Danger of Imperialism. 

The President's speech was notable on ac- 
count of his injunction to the people not to be 
alarmed about imperialism. He said: 

Mr. Mayor, General Hernandez, Gov- 
ernor Ahumada, and My Fellow-Citizens: 
For the hospitality of the people of El Paso, 
which has been as delicate and considerate 
as it has been sumptuous, I beg to return my 
most sincere thanks. I am glad to be in this 
cosmopolitan city. I am glad to know that 
assembled here within our gates are the men 
of all races, all nationalities, and all creeds, 
but under one flag, the glorious Stars and 
Stripes, acknowledge allegiance to no other 
government but the United States of Amer- 
ica, and giving willing sacrifice at any time 
the country may call for the honor of our 
nation and the glory of our republic. I am 
glad to know that this city believes in ex- 
pansion; that it has been doing a great deal 
of it itself in the last four years; that it has 
more than doubled its population in the last 
half of the present decade, and given promise 
of still greater advancement and prosperity 
in the decade now at hand. r 

“You have here, my fellow-citizens, the 
true national spirit, the spirit of enterprise, 
of development, of progress, of building the 
‘mtructure of liberty and free government on 
the broad and deep foundations of intelli- 
gence, virtue, morality, and religion. 

_ Expresses Friendship for Mexico. 

“This is the gateway to the Mexican re- 
public, and I want in this connection to ex- 
press my great satisfaction with the cordial 
salutations tendered to me by that great and 
distinguished President of our sister repub- 
lic, President Diaz. I thank his representa- 


tive for the cordial words with which he has 


presented the feeling of respect and regard 
of his illustrious President to the govern- 
ment of the United State, and I beg that he 
will convey to his President the warm re- 
gards and the personal esteem which I have 
for his Chief Magistrate, which is shared by 
the whole American people; and my wish 
for still further prosperity and advancement 
among his people. : 

T cannot fail also to recognize the cordial 
welcome which has been given to me by the 
Governor of the neighboring State of the 
Mexican republic. I cannot go over there, 
but they can come here. And we bid them 
welcome with open hearts. I can look over 
there, but there is something in the tradi- 
tions of this republic, something in its 
precedents that does not permit the Presi- 
dent to go outside of the United States dur- 
ing his term of office. 

“ But as we do not hold office all the time 
here, we will have an opportunity of going 


there in the future. My fellow-citizens, if

Nation Great in War and Peace. 


There never was such unity in the United 
States as there is at this hour. There never 
Was so much for a nation of 75,000,000 of 
people to be proud of as at this hour. 

“We have sent our army and our navy to 
distant seas, and they have only added glory 
to our flag. They have brought no shame 
upon the American name. We have ‘sent 
them to China to rescue our beleaguered 
representatives, and they did the work and 
did it magnificently, with the approval of the 
civilized world. 

But it is not in the art of war that we 
take our greatest pride. We are not a war- 
like people. We are not a military people. 
We never go to war unless we have to make 
peace. Our pride is in the arts of 
peace, in material and intellectual 
development, in the growth of our 
country, in the advancement of our 
people in civilization, in the arts, in the sel- 
ences, and in manufactures; This is the 
great pride of the American people. 

Here we are on the border line between 
the United States and another great repub- 
lic, and on this side of the line we have 
85 American soldiers and on that side of the 
line there are less than 150 Mexican soldiers 
So that we are dwelling in peace and amity, 
causing peace on earth and. good will to 
men.’ | 

We want to settle our differences, if we 
ever have any, with any of the powers of the 
world by arbitration. We want to exhaust 
every peaceable means for settlement before 
we go to war. And while we have authority 
to raise 100,000 troops, the necessity does not 
exist for that number, and we do not propose 
to raise but 75,000. 

Sovereign People the Rulers. 

* So don’t be alarmed about militarism or 
imperialism. We know no imperialism in 
the United States except the imperialism of 
a sovereign people. 

Having said this much, I only want to 
again express the pleasure which all of us 
feel at having been received so cordially and 
hospitably by this people, and to thank you 
for having given us on Sunday as quiet and 
reposeful a time as though we had spent it 
et our homes.” 

Members of the Cabinet also spoke. At the 
conclusion of the addresses the party, in- 
cluding the Mexican officials, went for a 
drive. The President expressed a desire to 
take a look over into Mexico, and was driven 
down to the international bridge. There, at 
the office of the American, customs office, he 
alighted and chatted for some time with 
those around him.

From the bridge 
he could plainly see the Sierra Madre Moun- 
tains, sixty miles to the southward. Presi- 
dent Harrison in 1891 went half way across 
the bridge, but President» McKinley today 
did not so much as set foot upon the struc- 
ture. On the way back to the city the party 
stopped and cheered the Mexican Consulate. 

The Governor of Chihuahua also welcomed 
the President to the border. The women of 
the party crossed the Rio Grande to Juarez, 
where they were entertained at breakfast 
by Juan Ochoa, a prominent banker of Mex- 
ico. Mrs, McKinley did not attend the break- 
fast, but enjoyed a short drive during the

CUBAN REPORT DRAFTED 


ENVOYS SENT BY CONVENTION 
DEEPLY IMPRESSED. 


Satisfied with Sincerity of the United 
States, They Will Warn Delegates 
That No Trifling Will Be Advisable— 
Believe That Rejection of the Platt 
Amendment Will Be Followed by 
Positive Action on the Part of the 
American Government. | 


Washington, D. C., May 6.— [Special. ]}—Ad- 
vices were received here tonight to the effect 
that the Cuban envoys who arrived in Ha- 
vana today have formulated their report, 
recommending to the constitutional conven- 
tion the absolute acceptance of the terms of 
independence fixed upon by Congress, and 
generally known as the Platt amendment. 
The private dispatches received tonight, 


and some of the civil officials, indicate that 
the delegates have formulated their views 
into a positive recommendation for the ac- 
ceptance of the Platt amendment. , 
The one thing which is said to have chiefly 
influenced the delegates was the conviction, 
based upon the condition of public opinion 
in the United States, that any delay on the 
part of the Cuban convention would be posi- 
tively dangerous. The delegates were much 
imp with the idea that the so-called 
Platt amendment was passed by both Houses 
of Congress and approved by the President. 
They felt that it expressed the deliberate 
views ‘of the American people, and they 
readily recognized the fact that if the conven- 
tion refused to accept the terms offered the 
natural tendeney in Congress would be to 
treat that refusal as final and to proceed at 
once to the annexation of Cuba, on the theory 
that it had been offered and had refused in- 
dependence. 
The delegates, it is believed, will report 
that the present intentions of the United 
States are beyond question, but that the 
only, thing which prevents annexation is the 
Te resolution. The delegates will report 
that the United States will honestly live up 
to that resolution under the restrictions of 
the Platt amendment, but if the Cubans 
themselves refuse to accept the Platt amend- 
ment Congress will naturally consider that 
it has fulfilled the pledge in the Teller reso- 
lution, and annexation will be inevitable. 
The delegates, it is believed, will warn the 
convention that in this case particularly de- 
lays are dangerous, ang that it will not do to 
try the patience of the Amerrican people.

Baltimore, Md., May §.—( Special. |—Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, Primate of the Catholic Church 
in America, will on Wednesday confer upon 
the Most Rev. Mgr. Sebastian Martinelli, 
titular Archibishop of Ephesus and Apostolic 

elegate to the United States, the red biretta, 
he insignia of the Cardinalate, the highest 
honor but one in the Catholic Church. 

The historic old Baltimore cathedral, in 
which all the great councils of the church in 
America have been held, will be the scene of 
The conferring of the red 
biretta on Cardinal Martinelli will be the 
third ceremony of the kind to take place 
within the cathedral. Cardmal Gibbons re- 
ceived this insignia of a prince of the church 
within its venerable walls in June, 1886, and 
Cardinal Satolli received the biretta in Jan- 
uary, 1896. 

The Rev. William A. Fletcher, the rector of 
the cathedral, assisted by the resident priests 
and the priests and studentg- of St. Mary's 
Seminary, will be in chargé of the cere- 
monies. Archbishop P. J. Ryan of Philadel- 
phia, whose reputation as a pulpit orator fs 
of the highest ordef, will preach the sermon. 

It is expected that at least sixty of the. 
Bishops and Archbishops of the United 
States will be present. Prelates from Can- 
ada, the West Indies, and other parts of 
North America also will be in attendance, 
as well as a number of mitered abbots and 
representatives of all of the religious orders 
of men in the United States. The faculty 
of the Catholic University at Washington 
will also be in the line of procession. 

Arrangements are now being made by the 
Rev. William Fietcher for the entertainment 
of Archbishops, Bishops, and other distin- 
guished clergymen who will attend the cere- 
mony. Some of these will be quartered at 


the ceremony.

The ceremony of conferring the biretta will 
take place before the beginning of the pon- 
tifical mass. When the procession has 
reached the sanctuary and all of the members 
of it have been seated Cardinal Martinelli, 
accompanied by the ablegate, Dr. Marchettl. 
and the noble guard, Count Colacicchi, and 
two papal chamberlains from civil life, one of 
whom will be Major J. D. Kelley of Brooklyn, 
N. I., will proceed from the sacristy and 
take his seat on a throne opposite that of 
Cardinal Gibbons. On @ table on the gospel 
side of the altar will rest the biretta and the 
papal briefs. Cardinal Martinelli will weur 
his usual archiepiscopa! robes, but on his head 
will be the red zucchetto. 

Ablegate Marchetti will read the papal 
brief notifying Cardinal Martinelli of his 
creation as Cardinal, and then the papal 
brief notifying Cardinal Gibbons will be 
read, in which the Pope will state that he has 
committed the office of conferring the biretta 
to Cardinal Gibbons. 

Cardinal Gibbons, rising from his seat upon 
the throne, will address the new Cardinal. 
Upon finishing his address he will proceed to 
the main altar, bearing in his hands the 
biretta. Cardinal Martinelli will follow, and 
upon reaching the steps of the altar he will 
kneel, while Cardinal Gibbons confers upon 
him the insignia. 

Both Cardinals will return to their thrones 
and the newly made Cardinal will deliver his 
reply to the address of Cardinal Gibbons. 
The new Cardinal will be escorted to the 
sacristy, where the scarlet robes will be 
placed upon him. He will return to his 
throne and the mass will be celebrated,

Now, however, the Colombian government 
has announced its willingness to permit the.

The difficulty about the transaction is, lr, 
the general suspicion, as indicated above, 
that the whole scheme has been devised by 
the Morgan interests to delay the construc+ 
tion of the Nicaraguan Canal; and, secondly,’

Chicago lenders of money received re- 
quests yesterday from New York for call 
loans at 5 per cent, while the rate in Wall 
street held well over that in the East during 
the entire day.

Many commercial banks are confining their 
operations to the purchase of commercial 
paper, and will not loan on stock collateral, 
and it is this situation which reduces the 
rates on paper, and increases them in Wall 
street.

THE TEXAS OIL CRAZE. 
Chieago with its corn deal and even New 


York with its stock craze are not so wild | 


as Texas with its oil boom. The specu- 
lative madness which is raging in that and 
adjacent States, with Beaumont for its cen- 
ter, is something well-nigh unprecedented 
in the records of speculation, New oil com- 
vanies are forming almost daily. Every 
man or every two or three men who have 
uoney enough to buy a few acres of ground 
adjacent to the oil wells organize a com- 


pany and capitalize it all the way from 


$100,000 to half a million or two-thirds 
of a million, retaining the majority of the 
stock for the money they have spent and 
selling the rest at all sorts of prices. 

The Dallas News in a single issue con- 
tains advertisements of thirty-seven com- 
panies with a total capitalization, of $22,- 
275,000, the par value of shares ranging 
from 10 cents to $25. The lowest stock 
of any company is $25,000, the highest 
$5,000,900. It is the story of western Pehn- 
eylvama and Canada over again. It is 
to be hoped, however, that the sequel may 
be different. Undoubtedly niany will be
